ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1956. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  Council : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1956. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  are  very  similar  to  those  for  England 
and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

Environmental  hygiene  continues  to  be  the  major  concern  and  here 
progress  was  slow.  A  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Appleton 
Wiske  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
during  the  year.  Several  details  regarding  the  scheme  are  still  not  settled 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  a  start  can  be  made  during  1957.  Meanwhile  the 
danger  to  public  health  continues  to  grow.  The  time  that  elapses  between  the 
preparation  of  a  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  and  the  completion 
makes  it  essential  that  the  Council  should  press  on  with  schemes  for  other 
villages  particularly  for  Ainderby  and  Morton-on-Swale. 

Progress  in  dealing  with  unfit  property  was  also  at  a  slow  rate.  Only 
3  houses  were  demolished,  closed  or  converted  to  other  use  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Members 
and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I  have  received  from 
them  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 

IN  THE  AREA. 

The  details  of  the  staff  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  report. 

Laboratories  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
The  Friarage  Hospital,  Northallerton. 

Ambulances  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County  Council  supply  ambulan 
services  from  their  station  in  East  Road,  Northallerton. 
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Hospital  Facilities. 

Local  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  area  by  the  North¬ 
allerton  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Newcastle  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

In  addition  a  considerable  number  of  residents  in  the  area  are  treated 
in  Darlington  and  Middlesbrough  hospitals. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  County  Council  with  day  to  day  administration 
dealt  with  by  the  Wensleydale  Area  Local  Health  Sub- Committee  through 
the  Area  Medical  Officer.  The  staff  operating  in  the  Northallerton  Rural 
District  comprises  five  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  one  health  visitor. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  day  to  day  administration 
again  being  dealt  with  by  the  Area  Sub-Committee  through  the  Area  Medical 
Officer.  A  whole-time  equivalent  of  1  -6  homehelps  was  employed  in  the 
area  and  a  total  of  3,577  hours  was  worked  during  the  year  assisting  a  total 
of  11  households. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supplies. 

Progress  continued  throughout  the  year  in  connecting  properties  to 
the  Council’s  mains,  though  naturally  at  a  much  slower  rate  than  formally. 
A  table  showing  this  progress  is  to  be  found  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
Section. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  only  progress  made  during  the  year  was  the  submission  of  a  scheme 
for  Appleton  Wiske  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
There  seems  no  chance  of  a  start  being  made  during  1957  on.  this  scheme. 
In  view  of  the  long  delays  experienced  between  the  submission  of  a  scheme 
to  the  Ministry  and  the  completion  thereof,  it  would  be  advisable  for  the 
Council  to  press  on  with  other  schemes  particularly  for  Ainderby  and 
Morton-on-Swale. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  present  tip  is  rapidly  filling  up  and  will  soon  be  inadequate.  An 
alternative  site  is  required. 

SECTION  D. 

Housing. 

39  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  for  the  slum  clearance  programme,  no  houses  are  planned  for  1957. 
Of  the  unfit  houses  in  the  district,  3  were  either  demolished,  closed  or 
converted  to  uses  other  than  housing. 
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SECTION  E. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  became  effective  on  January 
1st,  1956.  The  majority  of  the  food  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected 
during  the  year  and  as  a  result  13  informal  notices  were  served.  Most  of 
these  have  been  complied  with.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  immunisation  state  of  the  child 
population  in  the  area  of  the  Wensleydale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee 
in  which  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  is  included.

The  percentage  immunised  in  the  pre-school  group  could  be  raised 
with  advantage  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  increase  the  number  of 
children  immunised  in  this  group.  Ideally  this  should  be  done  in  the 
first  year  of  life  and  parents  are  strongly  urged  to  have  this  done  either  by 
their  own  doctor  or  at  the  local  child  welfare  clinic. 

Smallpox  Vaccination. 

38%  of  the  children  born  during  the  year  have  been  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  (28%  in  1955). 

Although  the  rate  of  smallpox  vaccination  has  again  improved,  the 
percentage  is  still  too  low.  Reactions  to  vaccination  are  minimal  in  the 
first  few  months  of  life  and  parents  are  asked  to  consult  their  own  doctor 
about  having  their  children  vaccinated  when  about  two  or  three  months  old. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  parents  of  children  born  between 
1947  and  1954  (inclusive)  were  invited  to  register  their  children  for  vac¬ 
cination  against  poliomyelitis.  In  this  area  an  extremely  good  response 
was  obtained  and  for  the  Northallerton  Rural  and  the  Northallerton  Urban 
Districts  together  approximately  1,200  children  were  registered  out  of  an 
estimated  total  of  2,000  who  were  eligible  for  vaccination.  This  gives  a 
60%  response  compared  with  less  than  30%  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
136  children  in  the  combined  area  received  a  complete  course  of  vaccination 
during  the  year.  This  low  figure  was  due  to  the  small  amount  of  vaccine 
available.

Meat  Inspections. 

Five  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  are  leased  to  the  Council  on  a 
5  year  lease,  the  occupiers  being  the  Managers  thereof.  Scales  of  Charges 
for  the  use  of  the  Slaughterhouses  and  services  provided  therein  have  been 
fixed  by  the  Council  and  full  control  is  exercised  by  the  Local  Authority.

68  tins  of  food  were  condemned,  mostly  at  the  Cold  Store,  Romanby, 
a  total  weight  of  30st  71bs. 

The  condemned  meat  is  stained  and  removed  to  the  local  Knackers 
Yard  for  rendering  and  the  recovery  of  non-edible  fats.
